Peanuts Replace Cotton 
Because Of Boll Weevil 


From “Piney Wood Echoes” ‘ 


In 1910 the Mexican boll weevil found its way into 
Alabama and started its damage to the cotton crop, It 
can never be estimated how many dollars this insect 
has cost the farmers of Coffee County in loss of cotton. 

Before the coming of the boll weevil in the late 
summer of 1915, the yield of cotton in the County 
averaged 3,000 bales each year, Cotton was king and 
the farmers knew little about growing anything else. 
That was the only way they knew to earn a living, 

The first year the weevil made its appearance in 
the county the cotton yield was cut to about sixty per 
cent of normal by the ravages of the bug. Planters 
were literally raked off their feet, and were in about 
the same predicament as a ship without a rudder, 

In spite of the ravages: wrought in 1915 the 


farmers planted a bumper crop for 1916 and every con- 
ceivable method was employed in combating the boll 
weevil, but the effort availed nothing, for in that year

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needs, but to have something to market for cash crops. 
Corn, potatoes, peanuts, Sugar cane, and hay, as well 
as cattle and hogs, began to assure importance as farm 
crops, The results were astounding, It was found that 
these crops could be grown as successfully here as any- 
where else, 

Peanuts, however, was the crop chosen to supplant 
cotton in the general agricultural scheme and in the 
year 1917 this country grew and harvested more than 
a million bushels for market— more by a long leap, 
than any other county in the nation. And to this day, 
Coffee County is still the unit mentioned when com- 
parisons are made in peanut production, 

On December 11, 1919, one year and one month 
after the armistice was signed ending the first World 
War, a monument was unveiled in Enterprise to per- 
petuate the memory of an insect whose advent resulted 
in an agricultural revolution; that is, changed its entire 
character, The idea of the monument was conceived 
entirely in the mind of R. O. (Bon) Fleming, then a 
merchant and a member of the City Council of Enter- 
prise. Without solicitation, the citizens of the town 
liberally contributed to the expenses of the monument, 
which has undoubtedly created more interest and 
comment than anything else in the county. 

Efforts have been made to discredit the motives 
which inspired the erection of the Boll Weevil Monu- 
ment, Some people have sought to treat the matter 
humorously, but the motivating spirit that caused the 
erection of the Boll Weevil Monument was both sin- 
cere and serious. It stands today, as it has stood in the 
past, and will stand in the future, a beacon pointing 
ever toward the saneness and soundness of diversified 
farming. 

On the base of the monumental fountain can be 
found the following inscription, which was placed 
there when the monument was built and was a part of 
it on the day of its unveiling, December 11, 1919.

For Part He Played In Early Crime

From “Piney Wood Echoes” 
The Hanging Of Rev. Henry Duncan 


This is an account of the hanging and the dying 
statement of Rev. Henry Duncan. The hanging occur- 
red in Ozark on Friday, February 21, 1890. 

The crime for which Henry Duncan was hanged 
was perhaps one of the most hineous ever recorded in 
the annals of Alabama’s history. 

The large crowd present to witness the evecution 
and to hear the dying statement of Henry Duncan was 
variously estimated at from 5,000 to 10,000 people. 
Sheriff Byrd and Jailer Barnes went to the jail at 12:00 
o’clock noon and had the doomed man shaved and 
ready for the execution. He was conveyed from the 
county jail to the gallows in a carriage drawn by a pair 
of fine horses, in the company of the sheriff, jailer, the 
clerk, and guards, 

While on this very solemn journey he smoked a 
cigar, and recognizing several friends, he spoke to them 
very pleasantly. 

After- they had arrived at the gallows, the hand- 
cuffs were removed and he was seated on the inside. 
He chatted with the poeple around him, At seven 
minutes past one o’clock he ascended the gallows in 
company with Sheriff Byrd and jailer Barnes and 
addressed the crowd as follows: 

“Honorable gentlemen and ladies, one and all—I 
desire to make my last speech té a congregation in this 
world, and in so doing I don’t want you to misunder- 
stand me for what I say will be the truth, and I call 
upon God to witness this fact. Standing over the trap 
of death today does not excite Henry Duncan. The 
Savior gave up his life and all must go up the same 
road, old and young, black and white. I am not laboring 
under any excitement but stand today and speak a 
condemned man. I am resigned to my life. I acknow- 
ledge my part of the horrible crime, other parties, 
though, ought to stand beside me. Let’s go back to my 
youth and follow my life up to now. My father died in 
the Confederate army, fighting for his country, and 
his youngest son stands on the gallows today. I was 
raised an orphan by a prayerful mother, and always 
found her words to be true. I have known what it is 
to be hungry and bare of clothes, but it was the best 
my mother could do for me. I have known what it was 
to have kicks and scorns all my life, but have struggled 
through by the help of God. 

I attached myself to the Freewill Baptist Church 
six years ago and was baptised by the Rev. J. C. Hend- 
ley and was licensed to preach a short time afterward; 
and look where I stand today, all on account of a flat- 
tering girl. 

I was working for John Q. Baldree, father of the 
young lady, when she first began to make love to me. 
I was honestly earning bread for my wife and helpless

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children. I came from the field one day, hot and tired, 
and in her father’s own kitchen I said to her, ‘“‘What 
do poor people want to live for anyhow?” She replied 
that she wanted to live just to look at some people. I 
asked her who she wanted to look at and she replied, 
“You, for one.” From that time the devil commenced. I 
first resisted it, but her influence over balanced me 
and I began to meet her on half-way grounds. I am 
ready to tell the whole thing. 

It began to grow stronger. I would meet her in 
different places, in her father’s kitchen, and at all 
times she met me with that same sweet flattering 
smile, and one morning in her father’s kitchen she sat 
on this very knee, threw her arms around my neck 
and says, ‘Henry I love you more than I can tell.” 
Notice the inducements from this flattering girl. She 
says, ‘Henry if your wife were out of the way, and I 
was your wife, I would meet you at the gate with a 
smile of welcome on my face,’’ and people, I am not 
afraid to stand here today over this death trap and tell 
the truth in order to meet my God in peace. 

I feel today that I will meet, Dolly, my murdered 
wife, in Heaven, and get her forgiveness. I have taken 
my case to God and may the other guilty parties do 
the same thing and get forgiveness for their awful sin. 
People, the existence of love did not stop here. I would 
lie in her father’s house in a little shed room on the 
piazza, and this flattering girl would come to my bed- 
side, kiss me, hug me, and tell me to get up and come 
into the kitchen where she was cooking breakfast. 

I appeal to you people to look at the inducements 
she gave me and the cireumstances under which I was 
placed. I am one of the guilty parties and John Q. 
Baldree and Georgia Baldree are the others implicated 
in the crime. I stand here today over the death trap for 
a crime of which I am the only one convicted, the other 
parties stand innocent in the eyes of the law, and I 
pray God that they may stand justified as I do. 

Now as to the understanding between John Q. 
Baldree and I; he was the first man to mention killing 
my wife. He said, “If you will do it, I will go to Newton 
tomorrow and get you a bottle of morphine and it is 
understood to be given to your wife for neuralgia.” He 
furnished the money, I never had a-nickel; bought me 
the morphine and I carried it in my pocket for several 
days. I could not get the courage or did not have the 
heart to give it to Dolly, my wife. 

There was an understanding between me, “Baldree 
and Georgia, that Georgia and I wre to marry. He told 
me in Georgia’s presence how much morphine to give 
my wife, but I could not do it. I gave it to Georgia and 
told her it was her business, she could do it if she want- 
ed to. She went to my house, prepared the medicine for 
my wife and told her it would help her neuralgia. She 
came back through the field where I was plowing and 
told me what she had done, and told me when we 
would be married. She also said Dolly said for me to 
come home, but if she were me she wouldn’t do it. 

That night after supper I was sitting on Baldree’s 
piazza talking to him and all of a sudden I got restless 
and could stay no longer. I left and went home and 
found my wife lying on the bed very sick. She told me 
she could hardly breathe and felt like ropes were tied 
around her. I waited on her patiently, for dear people, 
I was sorry it had been done, and if I could have called 
it back I would have been the happiest person in the 
world, for I had a dear good wife and she loved me too. 
I sat up with her all night and did all I could for her, 
I put no poison in my wife’s mouth and I called upon 
God to witness it that I am telling the truth. I was sick 
of the awful crime and if I could have called it back all 
the fair damsels in Alabama could not have influenced 
me to have allowed such a thing done. Standing over 
this death trap as I am, I have hope of meeting my God 
in peace. I have given up mother, brother, sister, and 
friends without great trouble, but my only dread is to 
leave my three little boys to lead the orphan road as 
I have done all through life, all on account of a fair 
damsel,.I know my children are in good hands. They 
are with Jay Ammonds, a cousin of mine, who lives 
near Echo and you people, they are dear to me. They 
came to jail to see me last week and the oldest remem- 
bered the times when he knelt around the family altar 
in prayer and asked me if I prayed now. I have always 
had family prayer at my house, when at home. 

I am giving away in voice, but I am not the least 
excited. I could stand here and tell of the horrible crime 
that I have got to suffer for today. I was raised 
near Echo, in Dale County, and lived happily with my 
wife prior to the time I met this young lady and had it 
not been for Mr. Baldree and his daughter, I would 
now be at home with my family. Young people take 
warning from me. Don’t let a flattering girl lead you 
astray and damn your soul, but live a Christian life. 

I have forgiven everybody, I die with no mailce in 
my heart and if John Q. Baldree is here today I would 
like to shake his hand and tell him I have nothing 
against him. I feel like God has forgiven all my sins 
and I expect to know Dolly again in Heaven where 
enemies can never separate us. I never thought I would 
die this way, but it seems that fate has been against 
me.” 

At this time Mr. W. H. Simmons proposed a con- 
tribution for his little children, and during the interval 
Mr. Duncan stood upon the gallows smoking a cigar 
and recognizing some of his boyhood friends in the 
crowd, spoke to them pleasantly, not displaying the 
least excitement. Some one in the crowd made the 
proposition that all who were in favor of saving his 
neck hold up their hands. Simultaneously thousands 


a 


of hands went up and Sheriff Byrd and the prisoner 
seeing the eminent danger of a stampede, quelled it at 
once. The doomed man assisted in doing so. 

Mr. Duncan was informd that he had but about 
ten minutes to live and that he must hurry through. 
He said, “I do thank this kind people today for their 
contribution to my poor children and it is a consolation 
for me to know in my last hour that I have friends and 
sympathizers. I desire to return thanks to the Sheriff 
and Jailer for their kindness to me since my confine- 
ment in jail. My attorneys, Carmichael, Simmons, and 
Borders have worked for me mercifully, without money 
too, and I desire to thank them in my last moments. 
I must leave you now, my time has come, so one and 
all, Goodbye.” 

The curtain was drawn back and the people inside 
the enclosure began telling him goodbye. Sheriff Byrd 
began tying the knot preparatory to putting it around 
his neck when he was asked by Mr. Duncan to let him 
examine it, and asked Mr. Byrd not to become excited, 
that he was not. After the cap was put over his face he 
asked how long it would take him to die after the trap 
was sprung. He was answered by .someone in the 
enclosure. 

The trap was sprung at 2:30 o’clock and his neck our business is 
was broken.

His remains were taken by relatives as he had 
requested, and carried to Damascus Church, Jackson 
County, Alabama, where he was buried the following

CARTHAGE, TUNISIA,—Tourists 
with a taste for real antiques now 
can buy pottery treasures at dime- 
store prices right in the ruins of 
ancient Carthage, 

The authenticity of their early 
Christian or even pre-Christian ori- 
gins is vouched for by the learned 
Catholic “white fathers’? in charge

Their sale, in fact, is due to the 
enterprising fathers.

1D fete GOD EXIST? Yes, There 
is every good reason to believe 
that he does, But when we have an- 
swered that question in the affirm- 
ative, we have not settled the most 
important questions 
of religion, Thére 
are the other two 
questions of equal 
importance: What 
kind of God is he? 


and, Is he avail- 
able? Let us give 
some thought to 
this last question, 


One of our Christ- 
mas carols begins, 
“Draw nigh, draw 
nigh, Immanuel!’ Immanuel is one 
of the names by which Jesus is 
called, for the Christian church has 
always read Isaiah 7:14 as a proph- 
ecy of Jesus Christ. The name 
means ‘'God with us’ and is the an- 
swer to the deepest cry of the 
heart.

God in heaven far away, God the 
Creator who set in motion this 
mif*hty universe, God the All-power- 
ful ruling beyond the stars, God 
the Eternal who knows _ neither 
youth nor age, 


Such a God has sometimes been 
believed in by men who neverthe- 
less walked in a dark cloud of 
loneliness, doubting that so great 
a God could possibly have any in- 
terest in their own affairs. 


Is God WITH us? Is God 
with US? Is GOD with us? That 
is the question that torments 
* the troubled mind. With one 
voice, the whole church of God 
answers Yes; the name of the 
one in whose face we see the 
glory of God is named ‘'God- 
with-us,”’ 


In the first chapter of the Bible 
we hear of a God who walked with 
his children in a garden. In the 
first chapters of the Gospels we 
hear songs to the God who has ‘‘vis- 
ited his people;"’ and in almost the 
last chapter of the Bible we hear 
the promise, ‘'God himself shall be 
with them and be their God.

OST TRUTHS are two-sided. 

You have to keep both sides in 
mind or you will not fully under- 
Stand, God.is with us yes; God is 
with all men, yes—that is, there are 
no favorites with him, he refuses 
his presence to no one, God is al- 
ways available, available to all. 
That is one side of the truth, 


The other side is this: God is not 
equally with all men. Some men 
are alienated from God. Some men 
are godless. Even among those with 
whom God lives, we ‘may fairly say 
that God is with some in a higher 
degree, in fuller measure, than he 
is with others. Jeremiah gives the 
clue to this truth: ‘‘Ye shall seek 
me and find me, when ye shall 
search for me with all your heart.” 
(Jer, 29:13.) Those who do not 
search for God will not find him, 


Those whose search is half- 
hearted only half-find him, 
God does not enter uninvited, 
He is available, but he will 
not force his way in. We 
can see how this is when 
we think about Christians we 
know. It does not make sense 
to say that they are all equally 
godly. 


We have known some_ great 
Christians of whom we might al- 
most dare to say that Paul’s prayer 
had been answered, that they have 
been “‘filled with the fulness of 
of God.”’ (Eph. 3:19.) But in other 
Christians, who certainly have 


' some small seed of faith in them,

observer to see many signs of God’s 
presence,

Causes for the slump in sales of 
airplanes are legion says Leslie A, 
Bryan, director of University of 
Illinois’ institute of aviation, He 
attributes chief costs to the still 
high prices on aircraft. Poor 
marketing may be another, he 
adds, plus high operating costs, 
limited utility, lack of safety, high 
depreciation, high insurance costs, 
inadequate service facilities and

Causes Lessening 

Bryan said he found that most of 
these causes are lessening, just as 
they did with the progress of the

Life-Sized Display 
Here Again After 


Absence of Year 


The elaborate Christmas scene 
at Plant City, two miles north 
of Elba, on the Elba and Troy 
highway, which was so famous 
two years ago, has again been 
installed and is attracting large 
throngs of interested visitors, 
The scene was on exhibition at 
the Clio Baptist Church last 
season, 

The scene is a happy combina- 
tion of the Nativity story and 
the more modern St, Nicholas 
theme, The scene covers a wide 
stretch of ground across the hill, 
which makes an ideal setting 
for the display, which is the 
handiwork of a German artist 
who was a prisoner at Camp 
Rucker during World War II. 
Rey. J. EB, Plant purchased the 
display from him at quite a 
large outlay. 

Everything in the display is 
life size. Approaching from the 
left are the wise men and their 
camels, while from the right, 
Santa Claus with his reindeer, 
sleigh and other paraphernalia 
are eagerly approaching the 
stable where the Christ Child, 
with his mother, is cradled in a 
manger. The stable with a don- 
key, cow, sheep and other barn- 
yard animals, form a very real- 
istic scene. The artist showed 
remarkable talent in the expres- 
sion of eagerness and wonder- 
ment he gave to all the charac- 
ters. Even the cow, camels and 
donkey have marked expres- 
sions on the countenances, Mr. 
Plant said the sheep were so 
natural in appearance that 
when they were placed in their 
positions his dog growled ana 
barked at them, thinking they 
were real animals:.A large “Star 
of Bethlehem” directs the caval- 
cades to the scene of the imma- 
culate birth of the Savior of the 
World. The whole scene is beau- 
tifully electrically illuminated, 
making it a truly wonderful ex- 
travaganza, 

Countless visitors are register- 
ing in the large book placed in 
a nearby booths The names re- 
gistered show that many of the 
visitors are from distant points. 
Rev. Plant is to be congratulat- 
ed on his outstanding Christ- 
mas display.
